Th every case it is true that a handful of 
Men, whether they are federal officeholders 
of men who want to be, control the so-called 
Conventions and engineer these contests.

Federal regulation of gambling in stocks and 
produce is one of the most difficult prob- 
lems the administration. is seeking to solve. 
According to a report made to the president 
by Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner of 
corporations, the only way in which the 
government can exercise any control what- 
ever over the operations of stock exchanges 
is through the taxing power conferred by 
the constitution. 

As to bucket shops, while the desirability 
of their suppression generally is recognized, 


ptly, and the states themselves must 
action to drive them out of business or 
regulate their operations. 

In the message which the president sent to 
congress Jan. 81 last he discussed the ques- 
tion of federal regulation of stock gambling, 
saying that while he did not know whether 
it was possible, it certainly was desirable 
that, im connection with the measures to 
restrain stock watering and overcapitaliza- 
tion, there should be measures taken to pre- 
vent at least the grosser forms of gambling 
in securities and commodities, such as the 
making of large sales of what men do not 
possess and cornering ot the market. 


Evils of Gambling Denounced. 


Legitimate purchases of commodities and 
of stocks and securities for investment have 
no connection whatever, he asserted, with 
the purchases of stocks or other securities 
or commodities on margin for speculative 
and gambling purposes. 

* There ig no moral difference,” he said, 
“between gambling at cards or in lotteries 
or on the racetrack and gambling in the stock 
market,

Wants Wise Action Taken. 

But if it is possible to devise a way to deal 
with it the effort should be made, even if only 
in à cautious and tentative way. It would 
seem the federal government could at least 
act by forbidding the use of the mails, tel- 
egraph, and telephone wires for mere gam- 
bling in stocks and futures, just as it does 
in lottery transactions.“ 

A number of bills have been introduced in 
congress on the subject of stock gambling. 
By direction of the president they were re- 
ferred to Mr. Smith for examination and re 
port. 

It was erroneously stated the president had 
ordered the commissioner of corporatione to 
make a thorough investigation of the stock 
and produce exchanges of the country. 

The commissioner was not authorized, how- 
ever, to look into the exchange system, but 
merely to report upon the legal aspect of 
operations in securities and produce with a 
view to advising the president, who wanted 
to be guided in making further recommenda- 
tions to congress on thie subject. 


Tax Only Way to Curb Deals. 

Mr. Smith declined this afternoon to dis- 
cuss the matter for publication, but there 
is reason to believe his report shows the only 
way gambjing in stock can be reached is by 
some such means as that proposed in the 
bill introduced by Representative Hepburn 
of Iowa. 

This bill provides that a tax shal) be levied 
upon every transaction, such tax to be re- 
funded when it shall be established to the 
satisfaction of the secretary of the treasury 
that the actual transfer of the securities took 
place. 

Many of the bills which were introduced 
in congress and which Mr. Smith examined 
sought to prevent dealings in futures on the 
ground that they were pernicious and harm- 
ful to the community. 

In the judgment of Mr. Smith this view 
is not ju@ifiable. As a matter of fact every 
merchant in the country is dealing in futures 
all the time. Frequently the government 
makes contracts for supplies with merchants 
who have not the go8ds on hand and who 
must arrange to get possession of them be- 
fore they can deliver them. 

The principal is exactly the same as main- 
tains in the cotton and grain exchanges of 
New York and Chicago. The operator at 
Chicago, for example, agrees to deliver a 
certain quantity of grain within a specified 
time. He has no grain in his possession. It 
is growing. When the time arrives for deliv- 
ery he must observe his agreement. 


German Law Is Praised. 

The most advanced legislation on the sub- 
ject of stock and produce gambling is that 
on the statute books of Germany. As a re- 
sult of an investigation by an imperial com- 
mission a law was passed subjecting the 
stock and produce exchanges to careful gOv- 
ernmental regulation and eupervision. 

The most important feature of the legisla- 
tion relative to dealings in futures is that 
adopted by the reichstag over the objection 
of the emperor and the commission, which 
absolutely prohibits all dealing in grain and 
in mining stocks. 

The agrarian party of Germany believed 
the effect of this prohibition would be to 
make prices for grain more stable. It has 
had a directly contrary effect. In some of 
our own southern states the bucketshop law 
has stopped the dissemination of quotations. 
The farmer consequently is unable to obtain 
any information, and large operators who 
get quotations purchase through their agents 
cottom or wheat at prices lower than those 
ruling on the exchanges. 

So far as concerns tne régulation of stock 
transactions by government supervision of 
mails and telegraph and telephone wires, this 
is impossible for the reason that the illegal- 
ity of the transfer would first have to be 
established and, as indicated above, the dis- 
tinction is so fine as to make this method not

BANKER FLEES MURDER BAND 


Gotham Italian Who Killed In- 
truder Closes Doors. 


RUNS SHUT TWO .CONCERNS. 


Riot Among Depositors Keeps ‘‘Little 
Italy“ in Turmoil.

New York, March 24.— [Special. I— Pasquale 
Pati, the “J. Pierpont Morgan of Little 
Italy,“ has closed his bank at 240 Elizabeth 
street and fied with his family to escape 
assassination by members of the Black Hand 
society, to whom he had long paid tribute. 

Plastered on the window of Pati's bank this 
morning the most remarkable notice of a sus- 
pension probably ever posted was read by 
hundreds after the bank closed its doors. It 
was as follows: 

„I will suspend payment for two weeks. 
I am compelled to leave town, as I have re- 
celved threatening letters and people have 
attempted to take my. life. 

„here are no fears of your losing your de- 
posits. Besides cash, I own sixty-five houses 
in New York and have them insured for 
$100,000, and can pay everybody. I will re- 
sume in twe weeks. 

“PasQguaLe Patt & Son, Salvatore.“ 

All day intense excitement reigned in Little 
Italy. Runs began on most of the Italian 
banks throughout the city and before the 
day was over two firms were obliged to sus- 
pend payment until the excitement is over. 

F. Acretelli & Son, at 239 Elizabeth street, 
was one, and the other was De Chichico & 
Luciano, at 229 Elizabeth street. 


Long Victim of Black Hand. 


Pati long has been a victim of the greed of 
members of the Black Hand society. For 
years he has received threatening letters and 
for a long time he paid for immunity: Re- 
cently, however, he rebelled. He ignored 
threat after threat and then, about six weeks 
ago, a bomb was exploded in front of his 
bank. The concussion shattered the plate 
glass window and scattered bills over the 
sidewalk. The money was all recovered 
by the banker and the threats became more 
violent. 

Three weeks ago Francisco Pelletro en- 
tered the bank with drawn revolver and de- 
manded money after threatening to kill the 
banker and hie son, Salvatore, who were in 
the bank. 

Pati and his son drew revolvers, and in the 
fusillade of bullets Pelletro fell dying. 


Warned That He Must Die. 


Pati was exonerated for the killing of 
Pelletro and on Monday the banker was 
warned that he must die. 

Rumors of the insolvency of the bank also 
were circulated and yesterday there was a 
slight run on the institution. Just before the 
close of business last night three strange 
men entered the bank and threatened not 
only to kill Pati and his family but to burn his 
home and destroy his business. The men 
darted out of the bank before Pati could sum- 
mon the police. 

Late last night a servant at the Pati home 
in Brooklyn discovered several men prowling 
around the house and a quantity of oil soaked 
rags were found placed against the building 
in several places. 


Riot Among Depositors. 


This morning before the time for opening 
the bank 3,000 deposttore were clamoring for 
their money. 

The head bookkeeper told them that Pati 
had gone away with his family to escape 
being murdered; that he would return within 
two weeks; and that every depositor would 
then get his money if he wanted it. The 
crowd grew turbulent, and police reserves 
were called out. 

Other Italians seeking their fellow coun- 
trymen, denied admittance to Pati's bank. 
rushed to the Acretelli and De Chichico con- 
cerns near by, both of which closed their 
doors after a short time, 


VANDERBILTS CAUSE OF TALK 


Alfred G. and His Wife to Dwell 


in Separate’ Places. 


TONGUES BEGIN TO WAG. 


The Couple Have ‘Not Been Seen To- 
gether Much of Late. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.}—Mrs, Al- 
fred G. Vanderbilt left Newport today for 
Tuxedo. It is thought she may be gone fora 
stay of several months, if not longer, which 
means she will not be among those present at 
Newport this summer. 

There is some mystery surrounding Mrs. 
Vanderbilt's departure, for she took with 
her a large amount of baggage and a 
quantity of household goods, seven or eight 
wagon loads having been shipped from Oak- 
land farm, the Vanderbilt homestead in 
Portsmouth, within the lasttwodays. These 
goods, it has been learned, were the personal 
effects of Mrs. Vanderbilt at the farm. Be- 
sides what were shipped it is known a quan- 
tity of valuables has been placed ih a safe 
deposit vault there. 


Newport Is Pugzled. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, when she left, was ac- 
companied by her son, Master William Van- 
derbilt, and by Miss Pauline French and her 
flancé, Samuel Wagstaff, who have been vis- 
iting at Oakland. It is said in Newport that 
Mrs. Vanderbilt was to occupy her brother’s 
cottage at Tuxedo. When she left the farm 
was turned over to the keepers in charge. 
The sudden departure of Mrs. Vanderbilt and 
the report earlier in the week that Mr. Van- 
derbilt was to make his home in Newport 
have caused some wonderment there tonight 
among the permanent cottagers. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt did not go to the Plaza ho- 
tel, where she and her husband have maln- 
tained apartments, upon her arrival in the 
city. Neither did she or Miss French go to 
Tuxedo. 

Mr. Wagstaff, who went at once to his 
home in Babylon, Long Island, said the re- 
moval of Mrs. Vanderbilt's household goods 
from Oakland farm merely means she has 
rented a cottage at Tuxedo for the sum 
mer, and will not be at Newport. He said 
he hadn't heard she had left Oakland farm 
permanently. 


Mrs. Vanderbilt Not Visible. 

Mr. Vanderbilt has been et the Plaza hotel, 
since his return several weeks ago from 
Europe, where he took a number of his 
borses. He was not at the hotel tonight. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt was Elsie French, daugh- 
ter of the late Francis Ormond French, pres- 
ident of the Manhattan Trust company, and 
a director in many railroads. They were 
married in January, 1900, a year after Mr. 
Vanderbilt graduated from Yale. Their only 
child is William, who was born a year later. 
Mr. Vanderbilt, as the second son of the late 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, inherited upwarde of 
$60,000,000 He has been regarded as the 
head of the family since the estrangement 
following the marriage of Cornelius, the 
oldest son, to Miss Grace Wilson. 

In the last year or so Mr. and Mrs. Vander- 
bilt have been together but little.

“Trading Stamps with Every Funeral 
is the placard that one may expect to see 
soon in the windows of up to date Chicago 
undertakers. 

That two or three funeral directors on the 
northwest side of the city have adopted the 
trading stamp system to increase business 
was revealed yesterday when a bereaved 
widow canceled an order at H. M. Rolston’s 
because he would not give her sorge stamps. 

Friends of hers, she said, who recently 
had deaths in their families, were given trad- 
ing stamps by the undertaber, and she in- 
sisted on getting the coupons or she would 
go elsewhere. 

Frowned On by Goodale. 

The matter of trading stamps will be 
brought before the Chicago Undertakers’ 
association at its next meeting. M. M. Good- 
ale, president of the association, said last 
night that “ the trading stamp business was 
a new one on him,” but he supposed those 
engaged in it were “ undertakers who carry 
on a deathbed insurance.” 

Those vultures,” said Mr. Goodale, “ will 
do anything to get business. The old fash- 
ioned name of undertaker is not good 
enough for those fellows, and they call them- 
selves ‘ morticians.’ Now that the matter has 
been called to my attention I will bring it up 
at the next meeting of the association. Trad- 
ing stamp What next?” 


Widow Seeks a Bargain. 


The woman who disclosed the trading stamp 
scheme entered Rolston’s undertaking es- 
tablishment at 8 o’clock in the afternoon, 
accompanied by her brother. She apparently 
was about 40 years old. John Morris, man- 
ager of the establishment, noticed that she 
did not have the grief stricken appearance of 
widows who come there on a similar errand. 

Throwing back the long veil that hid her 
face she brushed a tear away with a black 
pordered handkerchief. 

“ Kupight as well tell you at the start, she 
that I haven't 
any money to throw away on funerals. 
What I want is a nice, plain casket, not 
expensive, but at the same time one that 
will look all right. I don’t want it to 'ook 
cheap, for folks probably would talk about 
it. Something for about $50, I think, would 
be the proper thing.’’ 

Mr. Morris showed the widow and her 
escort several caskets at the price named, 
and they selected ome which the man ob- 
served was good enough for a king.“ 

Insiste on Trading Stamps. 

A brown robe was preferred to a black 
one, because the decedent was partial to the 
former color. Other details of the funeral 
were arranged, after which Mr. Morris asked 
the widow and her brother to be seated ip 
the office while he took down the name and 
address.

. Mrs. Shippy Testifies. 

Mrs. Shippy, in a clear, earnest voice, gave 
a graphic description of the shooting. 

“ My son Harry was not feeling well that 
morning and did not get up with the rest of 
the family,” said Mrs. Shippy. “ My hus- 
band and myself had finished: breakfast and 
I heard the doorbell ring. I thought it was 
the postman and my daughter went to the 
door. A moment later she returned and said 
there was a man at the door who wanted to 
see the chief. 

„My husband went to the door and a mo- 
ment later he called, ‘ Mother; come and see 
what is in this letter.’ J went to the front 
hall and saw the envelope lying on the floor, 
and I could see that it was addressed to my 
husband. 

„ Then my husband said, See if, this fel- 
low hasa gun.’ My husband had hold of the 
man’s wrists ana they were struggling, and 
I searched the man’s pockets. The stranger 
kicked me several times. In his right hand 
coat pocket I felt a revolver, but I could not 
draw it out, as it caught. 


She Feels a Revolver. 


“The man kept saying: ‘I have notting. 
I have notting,’ but I could feel the revolver. 
Don't believe him.’ Loried. At that moment 
he made a powerful lunge and kicked me. 
Mr. Shippy's hold was broken. I called for 
Foley. Then my husband staggered back, 
saying, ‘I'm stabbed." Later I saw the 
bloodstained knife on the floor. This is the 
knife. 

Just as I heard my husband say that, 
Harry came rushing downstairs and grap- 
pled with the stranger. Then I heard a 
shot, the one that struck Harry. ‘ Papa, I'm 
shot,’ I heard Harry say. Then my husband 
cried, Look out; I'm going to shoot.’ He 
firefi twice quickly and once afterward. 
Foley come running in and then there was 
another shot. 

“ Harry said he was shot. He was stand- 
ing up and for a moment I did not think it 
was serious.“ 

Mrs. Shippy exhibited the white linen shirt 
worn by her husband the morning of the 
assault. It had a small hole in it as if made 
by a knife. The shirt was slightly stained 
with blood in the immediate vicinity of the 
hole. ; 

Dr. Albert Goldspohp then testified that 
he had found a small knife wound under the 
chief's arm. It wag surrounded by consid- 
erable inflammation, indicating a contusion. 


Harry Shippy Pale and Weak. 


Harry Shippy. pale and weak, came in lean- 
ing on a walking stick. His testimony was 
brief and evidently was given with some dif- 
ficulty, owing to his debilitated condition. 

He said that he was in bed asleep and was 
awakened by hearing his father say: 

“Search him. See if he has a gun.“ 

“I saw a man holding a large knife in his 
hand struggling with my father,” he con- 
tinued. 1 grappled with him and his knife 
dropped from his hand. At thesame moment 
1 was shot, I supposed through the heart. 
Then there were three or four more shots, as 
I was walking away—I don't know by whom, 
although Foley came in just then. 

“ I saw this same man the day before at 11 
in the morning. He came to the house and 
asked for the chief of police. I told him the 
chief was not at home.. I asked if there was 
anything I could do for him, and he said: 
No, I got letter.“ I said that father would 
be home at 9 o'clock the next day and the 
man went away.“ 


Daughter and Niece on Stand. 


Georgietta Marion Shippy, daughter of 
the chief,-told how she had gone to the door 
on the morning of the shooting, and found 
the man there who had pushed his way into 
the vestibule and asked to see her father. 
Her father came to the door after she had 
called. Then she heard the chief call for 
Mrs. Shippy, to see what was in the letter 
and if the man had a gun. Then there was a 
shot, and her father called for Foley. She 
didn’t know, she said, just who shot her 
hrother. \ 

Mrs. Georgiana O'Neill. a niece of the 
chief, a young woman with rosy cheeks, red 
roses in her hat, and a pretty baby, told her 
story: — 

“I was standing in the dining room door 
when the stranger was admitted,“ said she. 
“ The man held out a letter to Uncle George, 
but he refused to take it. He seemed sus- 
picious of the man, and suddenly seized his 
wrists and called to his wife to comé and 
search the stranger to see if he had a re- 
volver. T had a baby in my arms, and when 
the shooting began I went into the parlor 
and hid behind the piano.“ 


His Sympathies with Anarchists. 


John ‘Shannon, who worked with Aver- 
buch in the commission house of M. H 
Eichengreen & Co., 183 South Water street, 
and who knew him more intimately than 
any others who testified, with the exception 
of the sister, told how the youth’s sympa- 
thies were with the leader of the anarchists, 
Emma Goldman, and gave what the jury 
afterwards considered was a possible ex- 
planation of Averbuch’s visit to the chief's 
house while heavily armed. 

“Two or three times, said Shannon, 
„ Averbuch had asked me for directions to 
the courthouse. I explained its location with 
the aid of packing cases for an illustration.” 

„Did he ever say anything to you about 
Emma Goldman?” 

“Yes: the first part of the last week he 
worked he asked me if I knew that Emma 
Goldman was coming here to speak. 

No, I replied, ‘she is not coming here. 
They won't let her speak here.’ 

„Who will stop her? heasked. ‘ She has 
been in this country twenty years. They let 
her speak in Boston and Philadelphia. Will 
the chief of police stop her? 

„ told him I didn’t know as the chief of 
police would prevent her from speaking, but 
the government would. 

„ Where does the chief. of police live?’ 
he asked. 

„1 don’t know,’ I replied. 
on the north side.’ 

„ told him that the government at Wash- 
ington had notified the police here not to let 
Miss Goldman speak. Then I said to Miller, 
who works with us: Miller, this fellow is an 
anarchist and they are going to send him and 
Emma Goldman back to the old country.’ 
Ot course I was just foshing. 

“Then I told Averbuch, who was always 
complaining because he wasn't succeeding as 
he thought he ought to. not to worry—that he 
was young and would get along all right. He 
said Rockefeller has all the money there is in 
this country and asked me what I would want 
him to do—like they did in Piiladeiphia, 
where the anarchists had some trouble? I 
said. ‘ Nothing like that!’ 

He told me that Emma Goldman was to 
speak here on March 5, that he had seen the 
handbills advertising her appearance.” 


Gave Averbuch Shippy’s Address. 


Richard Dreger, a salesman employed next 
door to the commission house, said that on 
Friday or Saturday before the shooting 
Averbuch had come to him with a telephone 
book and asked him to give him the address 
of Chief Shippy. Averbuch had said: “I 
want the way.“ So Dreger wrote ona slip of 
memorandum paper the address of Chief 
Shippy, the same slip that afterwards was 
found in one of the dead man’s pockets. 
Dreger was present at a conversation when 
Averbuch had said: 

Emma Goldman is going to speak here, 
and Shannon had replied: 

No, she won't, The chief of police won't 
let her.“ 


Given Work Out of Sympathy. 


Mr. Eichengreen, proprietor of the produce 
store, told the jury: 

Averbuch worked for me three weeks as 
a hustler. His sister had been employed by 
my wife as a seamstress. She told me that 
| her brother was out of employment and had 
come home one night and she had heard him 
and another man discussing suicide unless 
they could obtain suitable employment. 

“She told me that Averbuch had said he 
didn't want her to work her fingers off and 
that rather than steal he would do away with 
himself. This excited my sympathy and I 
tried to get a job for him. I failed, so I em- 
ployed him myself at $6 a week, although I 
had no need of him. 

A large commission dealer from Iowa had 
agreed to employ Averbuch and was to have 
taken him away on Tuesday, or the day fol- 
lowing the shooting. I tried to interest Aver- 
buch in his future. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler here asked if it 
was not true that Olga had said repeatedly 
that her brother threatened to commit suicide 
and that she didn’t know the name of the 
other man. Mr. Eichengreen said that it was. 

Then Mr. Eichengreen testified, as several 
others had, to the strength of the youth.

Gun Dealer Furnishes Diversion. 
Mr. Corbly, the gun dealer at 110 Clark 
street, furnished the only diversion of the 


He brought im bis record book to show 
that Averbuch had purchased an American 
double action revolver of 38 caliber and an 
eighteen inch hunting knife with a sheath 
= the afternoon of Feb. 20 at about 4:30 


“These are the weapons that I sold him 
on that date.“ he said, examining them close- 
ly. “Here are my private price marks.“ 

The record of sale showed that Averbuch 
had given his age as 25 years and his ad- 
dress at 216 Washburne avenue. Mr. Corbly 
also identified a box of cartridges of Ger- 
man manufacture which <Averbuch had 
bought at his store, saying thet there was 
no other place in town where they could be 
obtained. 

“ Averbuch,” said Corbly, “came into my 
store alone and a saleswoman sold him the 
revolver for §3 and I sold him the knife for 
$1.75, and the box of cartridges for 40 cents. 
He beat me down 75 cents on the whole 
purchase. He looked like a country jake, and 
I thought he weuld get in trouble before he 
got home, because he stuck the gun in his 
outside coat pocket. 4 


Didn’t Like America. ‘ 

“I asked him what he was going to do 
with the weapon. He said: ‘Iam going back 
to Europe, and I want to fish and hunt.’ I 
asked him why America was not good enough 
for him. 

He said he did not like it in this country, 
and that he was going back to Germany on 
Monday. I tried to sell him a smaller knife, 
and he said no; he wanted a nice, long one.“

Makes Vehemieht Defense of 
Adult Parole System in 
Speech at Banquét. 


PLEA TO CHURCH PEOPLE. 


Declares It Is an Infamous Crime 
for Judges to Treat Pris- 
oners Cruelly. 


Judge Mekensie Cleland of the Municipal 
court made a sharp attack last night upon 
the methods of administering criminal law 
in the courts of Chicago. 

It was his public answer to the criticism of 
his adult parole system and a practical de- 
fiance to Chief Justice Olson, Judge William 
N. Gemmill, and others of his fellow judges 
who have declared that the Cleland parole 
system is illegal. 

Judge-Cleland said, with a voice trembling 
with feeling, that no law written on the 
statute books of Illinois could turn him from 
his mission of reaching out a helping hand to 
the unfortunates who came before him for 
judgment. Every judge in,the city, he said, 
could use the parole system if he would. He 
would go to the Christian people for his own 
acquittal of misconduct, for it was from 
Christian people that he first got his ideas 
of justice. 

Too many prisoners, he said, were railroad- 
ed through to the penitentiary. It was time 
the people of Chicago rose in their might to 
stop the shameful system 


Judge Gemmill Repeats Charge. 

The address was given ata banquet of the 
Men's club of Campbell Park Presbyterian 
church. The situation was made more acute 
by the fact that during the afternoon Judge 
Cleland received a report of Judge Gemmill’s 
search through the parole records of the 
Maxwell street station. This work was un- 
dertaken by Judge Gemmilfl to prove his 
statement, made a week ago, that Judge 
Cleland had exceeded his powers when he 
paroled burglars and men accused of other 
serious crimes. The report showed that 
many men accused, and even convicted, of 
burglary had been paroled by Judge Cleland. 

Judge Cleland asked for time to lock over 
the report and check it up before it was 
made public. This was given him. Under 
the arrangement made Judge Cleland either 
will have to admit that he made mistakes, 
and that his parole system was wrong, or 
he will have to stand the reflection which 
this report will cast upon his acts. The 
fight is not a personal one. It is for and 
against the much vaunted parole. 


Pleads for Humane Courts. 

Fully understanding the situation by 
which he is confronted, Judge Cleland arose 
at the banquet and gave utterance to these 
statements: 

What is needed in this city today more 
than anything else is more humane, just, 
and Christlike administration of the crim- 
inal laws. In Chicago last year there were 
60,000 arrests. There are two classes of men 
arrested. The first offender, when he stands 
before the bar of justice charged with a 
crime, faces a crisis in his life that never 
will be equaled from the cradle to the grave. 
It is possible to save him or damn him for-_ 
ever. There is no time at which he is more 
susceptible to good influences. 

These men are rallroaded through our 
courts to the penitentiary and the work- 
house at the rate of one a minute. No one 
thinks a moment of their destiny. In one 
court in Chicago—a Municipal court—129 
cases were disposed of in one day. I read 
of a case of property rights recently which 
took six months to try. In this great city 
human rights and happiness and destiny 
hive less commercial value than property. 


Boy Saved by Operation. 


Physical defects of one kind or another 
are making criminals by the thousand. There 
was a boy came to my court charged with 
attempting suicide. He had tried to kill his 
father and himself. I questioned him and 
found that he was affitted with a painful 
disease. I put him on parole and sent him to 
the county hospital, where.an operation was 
performed. He was cured. He went back 
home well and happy and obtained employ- 
ment. Did I make a mistake there? 

The principal reason for crime is drugs 
and liquor. These men ought not to be treated 
cruelly. The facts might be looked into first. 
There may be an inherited criminal instinct. 
Conviction means ruin. The greatest wrong 
is done the wife and children. Would any of 
you people like that kind of treatment? 

“We should not railroad these men to 
jail as a matter of course because they have 
violated the law. We ought to know why 
they did it and give them the opportunity 
to behave themselves. 

J have been told that I have criticised 
judges. I don’t want to be so understood. 
They are enforcing the law as they read it. 
The law does not compel them to use the 
parole. but they can if they want to. 

“There is not a law in this state which 
prohibits a judge from stretching out a 
helping hand to these unfortunate men and 
women. The law was made for man. If I 
thought judges could not help these poor 
people I would think less than I do of this 
great state. 


Cruelty to Prisoner a Crime. 


„The law is man’s friend. We should say 
to a man ‘ You have done wrong and you 
must not do it again. You must forever cut 
it out. If you will we promise you another 
chance.’ We should help men to become men 
again. 

“It is an infamous crime to deal cruelly 
with prisoners. We ought to have judges 
specially trained to perform this work. When 
I was assigned to the criminal branch I will 
confess I did not know any more about 
those men and women than I did about 
surgery. But I had associated with Chris- 
tian men and women so long that their ideas 
came to me and I found the suggestions sen- 
sible and effective. The time is not far dis- 
tant when men eligible for a place on the 
bench will have to havea training to fit them 
for administering the law kindly and hu- 
manely. 

I don’t know why we have been willing 
to put up with this sort of thing so long. 
The Christian people should demand a re- 
form. When they do no influence in this 
state can stop it.“

GLAD, COUNCIL PASSED IT. | 


City Prosecutors to Be Instructed te 
Ask Maximum Fine. 


Satisfaction was expressed . throughout 
the police department yesterday over the 
passage of the ordinance regulating the sale 
of deadly weapons. 

The placing of a heavy fine on those caught 
carrying revolvers without a license from the 
mayor or the chief is the part of the new law 
which gives the greatest delight. It is ex- 
pected by the police that the law will have 
the most salutary effect on the crime situ- 
ation of any law of recent years. 

Active working of the system by which the 
police will know every man in Chicago who 
Oarries a revolver and why he carries it, 
within twenty-four hours after the purchase, 
will Bégin as soon as the mayor signs the 
ordinance and the necessary time for publica- 
tion has passed. Chief Shippy personally 
will look after the new department until it 
gets into working order. He will pass on the 
application of every person who wants to 
carry a revolver, 


Gun Office to Be Opened. 


As soon as the ordinance goes into effect 
patrolmen will be notified through a general 
order, an office will be established, and the 
city prosecutors in the police courts will re- 
ceive instructions from Corporation Counsel 
Brundage to insist upon the maximum fine 
whenever a person is found carrying a wea- 
pon without a license or a good excuse, This 
good excuse is likely to be ignorance at first, 
and many an innocent citizen probably will 
be held up by a policeman and haled into 
court to make explanations. The police are 
bound to carry out the ordinance to the letter, 

The “quick gun pullers” that roam the 
streets at night have been the terror of the 
polige for years. Under the situation as it 
exists now a policeman who stops a sus 
piolous looking stranger on the street takes 
his life in his hands. Four police murders 
during the last year have attested to this. 

The next effort of the administration to 
make the revolver habit obsolete in Chicago 
will be to get a state law passed in harmony 
with the city ordinance. The council com- 
mittee on state legislation is framing up a 
bill now which probably will be introduced in 
the state legislature in May. 


Police Most Interested. 


“The police are more interested than any 
one else in separating the crook from his 
weapon, said Chief Shippy. 

“The citizen may meet a footpad once in 
his lite, perhaps, but the patrolman on his 
beat is likely to encounter one any night. 
The police can be depended upon to make the 
gun man as extinct as the dodo, if only in 
the interest of self-protection.” 

Assistant Chief Schuetter and Capt. P. D. 
O’Brien of the detective bureau said the or- 
dinance was one sorely needed for years 
and that it would stop a good deal of pro- 
miscuous shooting. 

“The real criminals will get their revolvers 


‘some way.” said Capt. O’Brien. but the boy 


of criminal tendencies will not be able to do 
so much shooting.” 


Loss to Pension Fund. 


The only part of the law that the police do 
not like is that part which allows the city 
custodian to confiscate weapons and throw 
then into Lake Michigan. Under the present 
system the revolvers are sold at auction and 
the mdney obtained goes to the pension fund. 
But the police are willing to do without this 
fund for the general good. 

It is said that Clerk Galpin's office in the 
Municipal Court building has an arsenal 
of over 1,000 revolvers, taken in the last 
sixteen months * prisoners. Mr. Gal- 
pin, it is expected, will have to hand these 
weapons over to the city custodian for con- 
fiscation and destruction. 


ROBBER TAKES WOMAN’S $45 
AFTER A HARD STRUGGLE. 


Pounces Upon Mrs. Maud Templeton 
from Behind a Treein Prairie Avenue 
—Grocer Held Up in Store. 


While walking in front of 4318 Prairie ave- 
nue at 8 o' clock last evening Mrs. Maud Tem- 
pleton, residing at the Hampden flats, Inir- 
ty-ninth street and Langley avenue, was 
held up and robhed of a handbag that con- 
tained $45. She was seized by a man who 
sprang upon her from behind a tree, and in 
the struggle to save her valuables she was 
knocked down.

Krauskopf, principal of the Spalding school 
for crippled children, was made yesterday by 
a member of the board of education who was 
present at the executive session. | 

“ Politically,’’ the trustee continued, my 
people are the people with whom Mrs. Has- 
kell has influence. I am a Dunne trustee.’ 
But when crippled children are induced to 
give false testimony in such an attack as 
this, the element of fair play becomes more 
important than politics. The case against 
Mr. Krauskopf fell down absolutely.” 


Krauskopf to Reorganize Force. 

That this; in effect, is the committee's view 
of the trouble at the crippled children's 
school is shown clearly enough by the drastic 
action taken by that body. The committee 
voted to recommend that every teacher at 
the school be transferred to other buildings 
and that Principal Krauskopf be left to re- 
organige his teaching force. This recom- 
mendation will be by the board at 
its meeting thie evening. 

Every effort was made by school authorities 
to keep the decision of the committee secret, 
and President Schneider and Chairman 
Dawes of the school management committee 
persisted in their refusal to discuss the case. 
Supt. Cooley said: 

In the case of an attack of this kind I 
simply cannot discuss people or charges from 
a partisan standpoint. I feel that it is only 
fair, however, to say this much: I consider 
Mr. Krauskopf a thoroughly efficient prin- 
cipal; my faith in his ability and fitness to 
be in charge of children is unshaken.“ 

Principal Krauskopf, it was reported, is ill 
as a result of the charges made against him. 
R. A. White Champions Mrs. Haskell. 

At the committee'e secret session Mrs. 
Haskell, who brought the “ cruelty wit- 
nesses before the committee, was cham- 
ploned chiefly by Dr. R. A. White, who spoke 
heatedly and at length for the teacher and 
demanded Principal Krauskopf's transfer to 
another school. Trustees Mills and Soneteby 
advocated Mrs. Haskel:’s cause less strenu- 
ously, and the remainder of the commit- 
tee, with the other members of the board 
who were present, frankly discredited the 
„evidence presented, and urged the re- 
tention of Mr. Krauskoptf. 

After the cripples and their parents had 
been heard, Mrs. Haskell and the principal 
8 questioned closely. and then there was 
a long debate as to whether or not the com- 
mittee should vindicate Mr. Krauskopf offi- 
cially. Several of the trustees were in favor 
of laying the matter before the board to- 
night, but a majority voted that the charges 
be dropped, and the only measure that the 
board will be asked to consider is the trans- 
fer of the teaching force. This doubtless 
will be enough to bring some forceful re- 
marks from Trustee White. 


Recommendation Drafted. 

The recommendation for the wholesale re- 
moval of the teachers at the school was 
drafted by Supt. Cooley. It reads: 

The superintendent of schools respectfully reports 
that he belteves the best interests of the Jesse 
Spalding school for crippled children require the 
reorganization of the teaching staff and he there- 
fore recommends that he be given authority to 
transfer the teachers of this school to other teach- 
ing positions and to fill their places by the appoint- 
ment of other persons who hold valid certificates 
to teach in the elementary schools. 

The teachers who will be affected by this 
order are Mrs. Emma S. Haskell, Miss Emma 
J. Panker, Miss Mildred A. Hollinger, and 
Dr. Anna M. Holmes. | 

Mrs. Haskell, who has been connected with 
the school for crippled children since it was 
started as a private teacher, has declared 
that she will resign rather than accept trans- 
fer. 

Trustee Sonsteby, one of those who cham- 
pioned Mrs. Haskell at the committee meet- 
ing, was asked in the afternogn if, in his 
opinion, the charges against Principal Kraus- 
kopf should be investigated further, 

No, drop them,“ he said, briefly. “* There 
wasn’t any case.“ . 

Louis F. Post, another of the radicals,“ 
made a similar admission. 

1 don’t think that the man has had a fair 
show,” he said. ‘'Il am not speaking with 
reference to the investigation, but I mean 
that he has not had a free hand at the school.

Lexington, Ky., March 24.—The failure of 
the state authorities to.atop outrages by night 
riders resulted today in an appeal to the 
president for federal interference in Ken- 
tucky, in the form of a petition which is be- 
ing circulated throughout this section. 

The petitioners know the president can take 
no action unless the governor requests it, but 
think by this means to bring the executives 
together.

DRURY LANE THEATER BURNS 


Great London Playhouse Is De- 
stroyed for the Third Time. 


DRAMA CENTER 245 YEARS. 


Stars of Old Made Historic Building 
Their Headquarters. 


LONDON, March 25.—Drury Lané theater, 
one of the most famous playhouses in Lon- 
don, was destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing. : 

The fire evidently had been burning for 
some time bet oy it was noticed. Engines 
were almost instantly on the scene, but the 
firemen found the whole interior a furnace, 
and the roof soon afterwards fell in. 

Scores of engines were powerless to save 
the theater, and they centered their efforts 
on protecting the neighboring property. 
The playhouse stood in the center of a poor 
district in which there is a number of tene- 
ments. The occupants of these poured out 
by hundreds, carrying as much of their 
furniture as they could. 

Drury Lane theater was first opened in 
1668. It burned in 1672 and was reopened in 
1674 with an address by Dryden, who ex- 
tolled ite advantages in location. The burn- 
ing of the second theater on the site took 
place on Feb. 24, 1800. 

It was in the famous Drury Lane that Gar- 
rick, Kean, the Kembles, and Mrs. Siddons 
used to act. ‘ 

The Drury Lane theater derived its origin 
from a cock pit which was converted into a 
theater in the reign of Charies I. and Charles 
II. granted an exclusive patent to Thomas 
Killigrew, April 25, 1662.

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COMMONS IN DISORDER. 


Government Supporters Called 
Upon to Resign; Press View 
of the Situation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |] 

LONDON, March 25, 3 a. m.—Not since the 
notorious “ Mafeking night has any part 
of London witnessed such a scene of de- 
Urtum as occurred in the Peckham district 
after the result of the polling’ had been an- 
nounced showing that the unionists yester- 
day elected their candidate, 8. C. Gooch, to 
the house of commons by a majority of 2,404 
over the liberals in the hottest by-election 
fight ever waged in Peckham. 

The contest today centered largely in the 
government licensing bill and the conversion 
of a large liberal majority tnto a still greater 
conservative majority is a striking demon- 
stration against that measure. 

All the main streets were packed with 
parading thousands, shouting, blowing 
horns, and whistling in a manner rarely seen 
in connection with elections here. 


Commons Wild with Excitement. 

The scené in the house of commons when 
the result was announced was equally up- 
roarious. The unfonists cheered frantically, 
and yelled: ' Resign, resign!” at the govern- 
ment, waved their hats and handkerchiefs, 
and gesticulated like schoolboys. 

The liberdlie and lahorites retorted with 
contemptuous shouts: *‘ Beer, beer, glorious 
beer! in allusion to the big fight by the 
liquor trade in Peckham in view of the licens- 
ing bill. 

Conservative newspapers generally see in 
the election an indication of the country's 
hostility to the government's socialistic ten4- 
encies. They also read in it a verdict in 
favor of fiscal reform. 

The Daily Mail avers that the radical 
socialist Goliath has received a mortal wound. 
It contends that if the government in the 
face of this condemnation pushes on its con- 
fiscatory measures the house of lords would 
be fully justified in rejecting them. It, and 
not the house of commons, now represents 
the sentiment of the nation. 


Victory Is Belittled. 

The liberal and radical newspapers all 
make the point that the Beckham district 
always was conservative until the general 
turn over in the 1906 election, and that it 
merely returned to its old allegiance under 
the strong appeal of the selfishness of an in- 
dividual elector by the powerful organization 
of the liquor trade. 

The moderate liberal Chronicle deplores 
the fact that the various threatened vested 
interests—namely, the liquor trade by the 
licensing bill, coal users by the miners’ eight 
hours bil], and the church by the education 
bill—combined under the banner of the brew- 
ers. Their victory, it declares, is an evil 
omen. 


BRITONS WAR ON CIGARETS. 


Army Officers Declare Soldiers’ Health 
Is Being Ruined by Excessive 
Use of Tobacoo. 


LONDON, March 24.—The growth of cig- 
aret smoking in the British army is begin- 
ning to disquiet the higher officers, whose 
reports Indicate that the health of the men 
is being seriously impaired by indulgence in 
this practice. Lieut. Gen. Grenfell, com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces in Ireland, has 
just issued an ofder calling attention to the 
evils which must Inevitably follow such ex- 
cess and appealing for “ earnest and early 
action to combat what is gradually but great- 
ly affecting the efficiency of the men.“ 


LEOPOLD'S CONDITION WORSE. 


Illness with Whica Belgium’s King

LONDON. March 24.—Spencer Compton 
Cavendish, eighth duke of Devonshire, died 
in Cannes today of heart failure. He was 
born on Juiy 23, 1833. 

The death of the duke leaves a gap in the 
public life of Great Britain, for, although 
his withdrawal from the Balfour ministry 
when Joseph Chamberlain launched his fiscal 
policy estranged him from a majority of the 
party, he still had a large folowing in the 
country, and, as president of the Unionist 
Free Trade league, he took an active part 
in the campaign against tariff reform. He 
delivered his last speech on this question 
just one year ago. 5 


Offered the Premiership. 


He had been almost continuously a cab!net 
member in charge of some important de- 
partment, as a liberal, before the split with 
Gladstone and later as leader of the liberal- 
unionists. He led the liberais during the 
temporary retirement of Gladstone in 1875 
and was offered but fefused the premier- 
ship after the Midlothian campaign of 1880. 
He was again offered this honor upon the 
defeat of home rule, but he again refused. 

The duke also was active socially. Mem- 
bers of the royal family frequently were his 
guests; particularly at Chatsworth house, 


| The duke was often the guest of his majesty, 


and it was when he was with the king at 
Windsor last June for the Ascot races that 
the first serious symptoms of heart weakness 
were displayed. Last fall he left London 
for Egypt to spend the winter. 


Dukedom Passes to Nephew. 

The duke had no inamediate family and the 
dukedom passes to his nephew, Mr. Caven- 
dish, who married the daughter of Lord 
Lansdowne. 

The death of the duke places a badge of 
the Order of the Garter at the disposal of 
King Edward, and this, in accordance with 
custom, will be returned to his majesty by 
the successor to the title. A number of pub- 
lic offices also are made vacant, notably the 
chancellorship of Cambridge university, the 
lord lieutenancy of Derbyshire, and the pro- 
vincial grandmasterehip of the Derbyshire 
masons. 


IRENUS K. HAMILTON DEAD; 
PIONEER IN LUMBER TRADE. 


Heart Failuff Ends Career of Million- 
aire Manufacturer, Bank Director, 
and Hospital Trustee. 


Irenus K. Hamilton, a ploneer lumiberman. 
of the middle west, died of heart failure yes- 
terday at his residence, 5225 Lexington ave- 
nue. Mr. Hamilton was a director of the 
American Exchange bank and the First Na- 
tional bank of Englewood and of a half dozen 
others in various parts of the country. He 
was one of the founders of the Hamilton & 
Merryman company at Marinette, Wis.,:one 
of the largest lumber manufacturing con- 
cerns in Wisconsin; a large stockholder in 
the Marinette and Menominee Paper com- 
pany, and the owner of valuable Chicago real 
estate, as well as timber lands throughout the 
northwest. Business aesociates long had 
ranked him in the millionaire class. 

For years Mr. Hamilton was a trustee of 
St. Luke's hospital, and he also served at 
different times as a vestryman of St. Paul's, 


was born at Lyne, N. H., Dec. 1, 1880. He 
came west, to Fond du Lac, Wis., in 1855,.and 
started in the sawmill. business with his 
brother, W. C. Hamilton. The little portable 
sawmill quiekly earned them a fortune, and 
in 1866 the two brothers associated them- 
selves with the late Andrew C. Merryman of 
Marinette and organized the Hamilton & 
Merryman company. Mr. Merryman died 
two years ago and left a fortune of nearly 
$2,000,000. 

He leaves two daughters, Mrs. R. J. O. Hun- 
ter and Mrs. Willlam Waller; a stepdaugh- 
ter, Mrs. F. H. Montgomery, and two sons, 
Samuel W. Hamilton and I. K. Hamilton 
Ir. All live in Chicago except Samuel W. 
Hamilton, whose home is at Seattle.

They are worthy of the trust which 
the organization of society compels people 
to put in them. It is the dishonest minority 
who cheat regularly when selling coal, 
meat, fruit, potatoes, butter, or candy. It 
ought to be made expensive to use scales 
out of balance. A persistent campaign 
of inspection will afford tome protection 
to the buyers. Repeated fines may be the 
only influence to persuade some of the 
dealers to recognize that honesty is the

8 7 The freedom of the press has long been 
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that the freedom has often become 
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have never fared well. The sedition law 
of John Adams’ time was plainly political 
and failed to win popular favor. The 
barring of abolition papers from the mails 
by the ruling Jacksonians was disapproved 
by a large majority who believed the 
cause of abolition that of righteousness. 
The suppression of newspapers during the 
civil war, even though upheld by a fair 
interpretation of war powers, was not a 
popular move. 

The present instance is entirely differ- 
ent from the cases which have arisen in 
the past. The Italian newspaper has 
been advocating the destruction of gov- 
ernment, the murder of public servants, 
the burning of private houses. It has no 
claims for consideration in any lofty mo- 
tives behind its cause. Its theories are 
dangerous to the state and harmful! to the 
people. The president is right in his con- 
viction that such literature is immoral and 
poisonous. If the exact wording of the 
statute does not cover anarchistic pub- 
lications inciting to murder, congress 
should make the necessary amendment to 
settle for all time to come the power of 
the government in cases of the Kind. 


THE MINNESOTA CASE. 

The right of a state to prescribe rail- 
road rates through a commission or by 
legislative act is generally conceded, but 
that right is subject, to the condition that 
the rates shall be reasonable, not confis- 
eatory. As neither legislatures nor com- 
migsions are infallible, it seems a self- 
evident proposition that a road which 
challenges the reasonableness of rates pre- 
scribed by the state should have an oppor- 
tunity to resort to the courts in order to 
get relief if entitled to it. It stems an 
equally self-evident proposition that legis- 
lation which practically makes it impos- 
sible for a road to go into court to test 
the validity of rates which it alleges are 
confiscatory is unjust. 

The Supreme court of the United States 
holds, eight to one, that such legislation is 
not only unjust but unconstitutional. The 
penalties, civil and criminal, prescribed 
by the Minnesota law for a failure to 
conform to the freight and passenger 
rates established by state authority were 
so severe that the railroads, with the pos- 
sibility of an adverse decision confront- 
ing them, did not venture to appeal to 
the courts. This kind of legislation the 
Supreme court emphatically condemns. 
Ite decision in this case indicates what its 
decision is likely to be when it shall pass 
on the validity of the section of the rail- 
road law which requires roads to get rid 
of their coal properties by next May. 
The penalties for disobedience are 80 
heavy that the roads affected by the law 
have been questioning whether it would 
be safe for them to take the risk of dis- 
puting its constitutionality. 

The attorney general of Minnesota and 
Justice lan in his dissenting opinion 
see in the decision of the court a depriva- 
tion of the state of powers which the con- 
stitution gives it and an assertion of the 
right of inferior federal courts to take 
charge of state affairs. This is reading 
into the opinion of the court a great deal 
which is not theré. It is an assumption 
that certain things may be done which the 
court says explicitly cannot be done. The 
decision simply is that the owners of rail- 
road property are entitled to equal pro- 
tection from the laws and the courts with 
the owners of all other property; that the 
courts should at all times be open to them 
as to others; and that a law which closes 
the courts to them is invalid. 

There is nothing in the decision which 
estops the state of Minnesota from pre- 
scribing railroad rates. Let it do so in a 
proper manner, so that the question 
whether they are just or unjust can get 
into the courts. As the justice Says, it 
would be a proper subject for judicial in- 
quiry whether they were high enough to 
permit of at least some return upon the 
investment. If not, they would be illegal. 

One of the contentions of the railroad 
lawyers in the Minnesota case is that a 
state has no right to regulate intrastate 
rates and ecommerce. They argued that 
such regulation necessarily affected inter- 
state rates and commerce, which are sub- 
ject to federal control, and thus en- 
croached on the domain of the national 
government. The Supreme court refused 
to pass on the merits of this proposition, 
but Justice Peckham says, in his opinion, 
“the question is not, at any rate, frivo- 
lous.” Doubtless this serious question will 
be presented again in such a way that 
the Supreme court will have to meet it 
squarely. As yet it has gone no further 
than to say that a state must not be 
guilty of injustice in the regulation of 
intrastate commerce.

18 0 W A REALITY? 


Sound public policy underlies the de- 
cision of Judge Oarpenter in the Gilmour 
case. If the state’s policy with respect 
to the marriage relation is to have any 
reality the laws governing that relation 
must not be defeasible solely at the ex- 
pense of a few hours’ railroad journey. 
If law itself is to be respected its palpa- 
ble evasion must not be countenanced by 
courts by narrow, technical rulings in 
a mistaken fidelity to the rule of definite- 
ness and certainty. 

In the case decided by Judge Carpenter 
the parties whose rights were involved 
_ were citizens of Illinois, and as such were 
bound by its laws. One of them had been 
diyorced and before the expiration of the 
year now required by statute to elapse be- 
fore the right of remarriage attaches she 
went to Valparaiso, in Indiana, and was 
there married in accordance with the law 
of that state. 

The contracting parties then returned 
to IIlinois, and Judge Carpenter holds 
the evident truth that they went to In- 
diana not with the intention of residing 
there but for the sole purpose of evading 
the law of the state of their real resi- 
dence. Judge Oarpenter therefore declares 
the marriage void. 

This is In no sense a violation of comity 
between the states, because no real rela- 
tion was established by the contracting 
parties in their invasion of Indiana, while 
the right of the state of Illinois to en- 
force compliance with its own laws upon 
its own citizens is unassailable. In New 
York the courts, by refusing to recognize 
the validity of divorces obtained outside 
the state by its citizens in certain cases, 
have taken the ground upon which Judge 
Carpenter's decision rests, and upon any 
broad consideration of the important prin- 
ciples involved no other position can be 
sustained. The confusion of our divorce 
laws is already intolerable. To permit 
such evasions as that in the Gilmour case 
would be virtually to abolish the power

otherwise surprising promotion of Sir 

Gerard Lowther from, the post of 

British minister at Tangiers to that of 
am or at Berlin, which {s one of the 
blue ribbons of the English diplomatic 
service. 

For Sir Gerard, who is married to one of the 
particularly good looking daughters of Ath- 
erton Blight of Newport and Philadelphia, 
is, like his wife, more or less of a stranger to 
Berlin, having spent much of his service on 
this side of the Atlantic, at Washington and 
at Santiago; also at Constantinople, Tokio, 
and Madrid, but never in Germany. 

True, he was in Berlin as a child, when his 
father was stationed there as secretary of 
embassy, in the early 008, dnd as a 6 and 7 
year old boy used to attend the ‘children’s 
parties given by Empress Freéerick, then 
crown princess of Prussia, for her young peo- 
ple, including the present kaiser. 


— 
In fact, the latter and Sir Gerard may be 
said to have been playmates together. But 
they have not seem much of one another 
since; whereas the emperor has no warmer 
friend and champion in England than Lord 
Lonsdale, who is persona gratissima at the 
court of Berlin, and is the chief of the house 
of Lowther, to which Sir Gerard belongs. 
Sir Gerard’s promotion carries him over the 
head of many seniors, and will doubtless oo- 
casiom some grumbling. He is not yet 50 
years of age, and comes as ambassador at 
Berlin into the possession of the stately and 
handsomely furnished mansion there belong- 
ing to the English crown, equipped with 
everything, even do the extent of a superb 
service of silver plate, valued at $28,000, be- 
sides a salary of §40,000 a year, plus allow- 
ances, with the certainty of being promoted 
in the immediate future to a membership of 
the privy council, and to the dignity of a 
knight grand cross of the orders of St. 
Michael and St. George, and of the Bath. 
— 


It is said that at the time when he became 
engaged to Miss Alice Blight her father 
hesitated about giving his consent, owing to 
Lowther’s lack of fortune and absence of 
prospects. 0 

It is doubtful whether, when at length he 
gave way, he imagined for one moment that 
seven years later his -son-in-law would be 
British ambassador at Berlin—that is to say, 
at the top of his profession—and that his 
clever daughter would be, as British am- 
bassadress, emulating the social successes 
which her fellow countrywoman, Mrs. Char- 
lemagne Tower, has been obtaining in the 
kaiser’s capital as American ambassadress 
during the last few years. 

Sir Gerard is big, strong, bluff, and fair, 
like most of the Lowthers. At Harrow he was 
noted for his prowess at football and is, like 
Lord Lonsdale, handy with his fists, as he 
demonstrated when secretary of legation at 
Tokio, where, finding an English resident 
undergoing maltreatment at the hands of 
some native police ruffiana,he cleared the 
whole gang of them out of Ghe place single 
handed, in spite of their arms and their offi- 
clal importance. 


— 

Lady Lowther has written a clever k 
describing in an entertaining fashion her life 
It is dificult to conceive a 
greater change than that which is now about 
to take place in her surroundings. 

For, whereas her home in the British lega- 
tion at Tangiers overlooked on one side 
the market place and on the other a most 
unpleasant native cemetery, the embassy at 
Berlin looks out on to Unter den Linden, 
which may be described as the Champs 
Elysees of the kaiser’s capital. 

She deserves no little credit for remaining 
by her husband's side at his post at Tangiers. 
For the climate and life there are terribly 
trying to the good looks of European and 
American women. 

Moreover, there is always a certain amount 
of risk of being captured by some of the 
bandit chiefs of the Raisuli order, who infest 
Morocco, or else of being attacked and mur- 
dered by some crazy fanatic who fancies he 
can attain the Moslem paradise by slaying a 
Christian. 

The Lowthers have been for centuries 
prominent in Westmoreland, taking their 
name from the many springs of water that 
run through the woods. of Lowther park, 
Loyvther meaning, in old Anglo Saxon, 
“ clear running water.”

There was a Sir Richard Lowther, who was 
high. sheriff of Cumberland the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, and was intrusted by her 
with the custody of Mary Queen of Scots 
when she first fied to England. 

The Lonsdale peerage was several times 
created in favor of the Lowther family, and 
as often became extinct. In the é¢ighteenth 
century the Viscount Lowther of that day 
was raised to the earldom of Lonsdale at the 
instance of Lord Bute, the unpopular min- 
ister of George ILI. 

This James Earl Lonsdale was known 
throughout the north of England as “ Black 
James, owtng to his swarthy complexion 
and his strange character. 

He seems to have been more eccentric than 
evil and much of his oddity may have been 
due to a great sorrow in his life—namely: the 
premature death of a poor but lovely girl 
with whom he had become infatuated. 

She was a farmer's daughter, and after her 


death he caused her body to be embalmed 
and preserved it in his library at Lowther 
castle that he might continue to contemplate 
her beauty. 

This and other peculiarities led people to 
ascribe to him all kind of evil, of which he 
was possibly guiltless. Local traditions in 
Westmoreland say, indeed, that his wicked 
deeds continued after his death, and that his 
body objected so strongly to being buried 
that it actually hustled the officiating clergy- 
man at the funeral. 

It is added that when he was finally en- 
tombed he made it his business to annoy and 
insult all the other occupants of the graves 
in the churchyard, driving over them with 
his phantom coach and six, dancing fan- 
dangoes on the tombs, playing cards and 
carousing oh the altar of the church, and 
carrying on generally like a bold, bad baron 
of the feudal ages. 

: — 

But it is told with a sigh of relief how, one 
night when he was trying to frighten some 
one over the edge of the cliff, a shepherd 
rolled a great stone on top of him, and the 
peasantry point to a large rock known by the 
name of the Wallow Rag as the stone which 
holds him down, except on certain nights in 
the year, when he is said to visit Lowther 
castle in a phantom coach and six. 

This: bad earl was succeeded by his 
cousin, the friend and patron of the poet 
Wordsworth, who was known as “ the good 
earl.“ and from whom is descended Sir 
Gerard Lowther, as his great-grandson. 

The good earl's son and successor was the 
original of Lord Beaconsfield’s Lord Esk- 
dale in the novel of Tanered,“ and also 
the prototype of Lord Colchicum in Thack- 
eray’s novel, Pendennis.“ 

He used to sustain the loyalty of West- 
moreland toryism on parliamentary election 
days by keeping huge hogsheads of fine old 
port wine on free tap at convenient corners 
ef the streets of the county town of Appleby. 

The present earl is his grandnephew, and 
having no children will be succeeded by his 
brother, the Hon. Lancelot Lowther.

Failing him, the earldom of Lonsdale 
and all the entailed estates, extending over 
an area of nearly 200,000 acres, will go to 
the Right Hon. James William Lowther,

Bishop Henninghaus Expected to 
Arrive at New York Today.

WILL PLEAD FOR MISSIONS. 


Intends to Deliver Lectures in Various 
American Cities. 


Bishop Augustine Hénninghaus, for twelve 
years a missionary in China, is expected to 
arrive in New York today on the steamer 
Ryndam, from Rotterdam, Holland. He 
will be accompanied by a native Chinese 
priest. They willbe greeted on their arrival 
by the Rev. Francis de Lange, superior of 
the Society of the Divine Word. 


The bishop probably will see Cardinal Gib- © 


bons and the papal nuncio, Mgr. Falconio, 
and possibly President Roosevelt. before be- 
wee a lecture tour in eastern and western 
cities. 

Bishop Henninghaus ie the successor of 
Bishop von Anzer, who on several occasions 
visited America. He was born in West- 
phalia, Germany, in 1862, and for a year 
after he received holy orders, in May, 1885, 
he was a professor in the mission house at 
Steyl, Holland. Ae a companion of the then 
newly consecrated Bishop von Anger, he 
went, in May, ..86, to China, where he was 
detailed as missionary to various sections. 
as military chaplain, and aa pastor of the 
German colony in Shingtau. 

As editor of the Chinese paper issued under 
the auspices of the mission, and as the author 
of a German-Chinese lexicon, he was en- 
abled to give the best evidence of his sur- 
passing knowledge of the Chinese language 
and literature. He was made bishop in 1904. 

Seeking Aid tor Missions. 

His fervor for the poor Chinese has impelled 
him to make the extensive tour through Eu- 
rope and America in ordgr to appeal to the 
generosity of his Catholic companioris in the 
faith for the hardly pressed mission. 

The vast empire of China contains about 
450,000,000 inhabitants, approximately five 
times as many as the United States. The 
South Shantung mission, at the head of which 
Bishop Henninghaus is, embraces 12,000,000 
heathen. Among these, in the year 1882, 
when the mission of missionaries from Steyl 
was first opened, there were only 158 Cath- 
olics. Now there are over 40,000 Christians 
and more than 40,000 catechumens, that is, 
such as are preparing to receive baptism. 

Services are held in 147 churches and chap- 
els and 780 houses of prayer are in charge of 
the fifty-five European missionaries of the 
Society of the Divine Word and of twelve na- 
tive Chinese priests. There are 171 cate- 
chism schools, sixty-eight schools for Chi- 
hese literature, etc., six orphan asylums, 
two hospitals, and one old people’s home. 
The seminary of the missionaries numbers 
some seventy native Chinese alumni pre- 
paring themselves for the priesthood. 


Much Expected from America. 

This growth of the misison is ascribable, in 
Kreat measure, to the assistance of its friends 
in America and Europe. But as the European 
gifts come from small separate lands, sparse- 
ly, the zealous missionary bishop's eye looks 
to America most hopefully. Formerly it was 
France that stood at the forefront in its 
ardor and charity for foreign missions. The 
shattered ecclesiastical! relations there exist- 
ing are, however, now unpropitious for the 
heathen missions. Even Italy and Spain do 
not accomplish now what they used to do for 
the missions ‘ 

Everywhere in Germany, Bishop Henning- 
haus’ lectures concerning the Chinese mis- 
sion were largely attended and evoked great 
Interest and sympathy and generous hearts 
responded with open hands so as to prosper 
the welfare of the mission. 

As the bishop's time is limited, he will be 
able to make engagements to speak at only a 
few places. Arrangements have been made 
for those who have in view to present him 
with a donation for the mission to address it 
to the Society of the Divine Word, Techny,,. 
III., with the remark, for Bishop Henning- 
haus.” It is expected that the bishop will de- 
liver one or more lectures in Chicago at an 
early date. 


CATHOLIC WRITERS’ GUILD 
. TRIES LIGHT OF CANDLES. 


Recent Fire in Grand Pacific Hotel 
Gives Eighteenth Century Atmos- 
phere to the Meeting. 


An eighteenth century atmosphere was 
given to a meeting of the Catholic Writers’ 
guild held last evening in the recently fire 
swept Grand Pacific hotel. The meeting was 
held in the English breakfast room on the 
second. floor and the ancient touch was given 
to the room by the candle light, which served 
for illumination, the electric light fixtures 
having been demolished in the fire.

SOME WILD FIGURING. 

Chieago, March 21.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une 1 note in your issue of the 2ist a 
brief extract from a speech of John W. 
Alvord at the dinner given by the real 
estate board. Mr. Alvord's views on 
harbor development are immaterial, but 
when he comes to a discussion of sanitary 
district affairs he displays his animus. Ro- 
mancers of the Jules Verne type entertaip 
by the originality of their creations, the rich- 
ness of their fancy, and nobody is hurt by 
their flights into the realm of the unreal. 
But when it comes to the everyday’ facts 
of life a different rule obtains. Does Mr. 
Alvord recognize that rule? 

You report him as having said: That por- 
tion of the Chicago drainage canal not use- 
ful for sanitary purposes already has cost 
the taxpayers $6,500,000 in interest loss since 
its completion.“ And again: Before e 
waterway can be completed to St. Louis it 
will cost in interest loss about $18,000,000 
more.“ 

What are the facts? That the sanitary 
canal is useful for sanitary purposes the 
health records of the city of Chicago 
abundantly prove. The report of the 
health commissioner for 1965 shows a 
saving of 5.003 lives in six years. In 
your issue of March 19, 1906, you pub- 
lished these statistics. The books of the 
sanitary district are brought down to Dec. 
$1, 1907, and they show an expenditure of 
$8,056,165 for real estate In the city of Chi- 
cago and the Desplaines valley. Of this cost 
$4,901,440 has been paid out for property 
needed to widen the Chicago river; with 
two negligible exceptions this property comes 
within the channel width of 200 feet, hence 
it is all useful for sanitary purposes; there- 
fore no interest can be charged against it 
on the ground that it is not useful for san- 
itary purposes.” The cost of lands on the 
route of the main channel from Robey street 
south has been $3,154,525. Some of this land 
lies outeide of the strip absolutely neces- 
gary for chapnel excavation and spoil area. 
About 60 per cent of it now lies fallow, but 
this is gradually being rented at figures ad- 
vantageous to the district. Assume, how- 
ever, that 60 per cent of the 53. 184.825 is not 
used for sanitary purposes. Can any sy 
tem of figuringb interest on an investmen 
of 81.802.715 yield a loss in eight years o

My Lady Hamlet. 

With Miss Adelaide Keim in the title réle 
„Hamlet is the offering in the Bush Temple 
this week, and, as was the case when the ex- 
periment was tried first two seasons ago, 
the event has awakened unusual interest 
among the patrons of the north side theater. 

Seen again, Miss Keim's presentment of the 
melancholy Dane stands revealed as a 
thoroughly creditable achievement. It 
shows evidences of careful study and an at- 
tention to detail, inflection, and shading sel- 
dom found in the usual stock production. 
Poise, dignity, deliberation, the grace of 
youth, and a certain simplicity are among its 
essential qualities. The matchless speeches 
and soliloquies are given with good under- 
standing and with an appreciation of their 
ethical and poetical values, and generally 
without any efforts that are markedly elocu- 
tionary.

“This month has been a record for jury 
triale with us, and we will probably be able 
to clear up our jury calendar long before 
the end of the year, and there are two months 
during vacation time when we do not try 
jury cases, so we may not run behind our 
appropriation. We will hear 750 jury cases 
this month.”

ART INSTITUTE THE PLACE. 


Beautiful Flowers from All Parts of 
the World Will Be Shown. 


BY JOHN THORPE. 

The American Rose society presents a 
sensational exhibit at the Art institute, open- 
ing this evening at 5 o'clock. It ts a tussle 
as alwayse—the east against the west. It 
has not yet been decided where the line is 
drawn. Taking Pittsburg as the backbone, 
then, it may be the east goes to fhe Atlantic 
and the west goes to Frisco, This is no 
geographical problem, as far as it may in- 
terest the roses individually, but a battle of 
the roses never was more strenuously fought 
than that of today. 

The actual amount of money offered in 
premiums is $2,500. Vases, cups, and med- 
als represent $3,000 more. . There are about 
sixty different classes and nearly 500 com- 
petitors. 

The highest prize is $200 for 150 growing 
plants to be shown in flower. For this there 
are four competitors, each exhibit filling a 
special car. One is from Boston, one from 
Philadelphia, one from Detroit, and one from 
Illinois. The east says “ well win” and 
the west says It's us.“ 


Lesson for Amateur Gardeners. 

This plant ¢ompetition is going to show 
the every day lover of roses what can be 
hoped for in his own garden. 

The object of the American, Rose society 
is to demonstrate what can be done in the 
garden proper rather than simply to ex- 
hibit the fine roses which are produced under 
artificial cultivation. Fortunateiy Chicago 
is the first plate to make such exhibits. 

In these plant exhibits will be roses from 
Tibet, India, Japan, China, and Siberia, be- 
sides native species of America and Europe, 

The greatest display in cut flowers will be 
of the American Beauties, the Richmond 
Brides, Bridemaids, Uncle John, and Sun- 
rise. 

The struggle for superiority, however, will 
be among the newcomers—Mrs. Marshall 
Field, Mrs. Potter Palmer, and Mrs. Jar- 
dine. This latter rose is said to be named 
for the most beautiful woman in Ireland. 
Then there is the Cardinal, from Baltimore, 
and Queen Beatrice from Washington, D. C. 


Gold Medal Roses from England. 

From England we are to see two gold 
medal rosee—Queen of Spain, a brilliant 
flesh pink in color, and Lady Helen Vincent, 
of the most delicate carmine shade and dif- 
ferent from any other rose. 

Lastly is to be shown for the first time My 
Maryland, of which it is said no pearl ever 
was as beautiful. 

With the artistic setting of the Art insti- 
tute, among the sculpture and other decora- 
tions, there never was a more delightful 
place for a rose show. The exhibition; which 
begins this evening, will de open from 10 a. 
m. to 10 p. m. on Thursday and Friday also.

It was reported, apparently on good au- 
thority, that the battleships Maine and Ala- 
bama will be detached from the fleet before 
the eastern voyage and that they will be 
replaced by the Nebraska and Wisconsin. 


Target Practice Nearing End. 

San Diego, Cal., March 24.—Wireless re- 
ports from Magdalena bay tell of the rapid 
progress being made by the sixteen battle- 
ships of Rear Admiral Evans command 
toward the completion of their record target 
practice. The Maine, Albama, Illinois, Geor- 
gia, Louisiana, Minnesota, Ohio, Kentucky, 
and Kearsarge already have completed their 
work. : 

The firing so far has been at a range of 
1,600 yards. It has been confined to station- 
ary targets, and it is now believed there will 
be a change either of range or character 
of target during the remainder.of the prac- 
tice. 

The official scores and records in the prac- 
tice still remain to be figured. 


Practice Costs Huge Sum. 

Record practice, which is always carried on 
at the 1.600 yard range, is a training in speed 
and facility of firing rather than a true test 
of accuracy, which principally comes in the 
battle practice over ranges which vary from 
4,000 to 9,000 yards. It is the naval theory 
that men who can fire straight and rapidly 
at 1,000 yards can be depended upon to fire 
just as rapidly and with almost the same 
precision at the greater ranges. 

Some idea of the amount of work being 
done at Magdaiena bay can be gleaned from 
the official statement of ammunition expend- 
ed by the cruiser Tennessee, recently re- 
turned from the practice grounds. At its 
preliminary practice the Tennessee used 
13,748 pounds of powder and 36,242 pounds 
of shell, the cost being $18,909.20. At record 
practige the Tennessee used 19,992 pounds of 
powder and 51,956 pounds of shell, at a cost 
of $25,742.50. a ae 

The ships of the Connecticut type, of which 
there are five in the fleet, will use up at 
least ‘one-half morè ammunition. than the 
Tennessee, and the older ships, oY the Ken- 
tucky and THinois types, will use a third more.

Sleeves of This Year. 


There are three distinct types of sleeves for 
this year. There is the full length tailored 
sieeve, which ie the easiest for inexperienced 
dressmakers to handle. It is called the one 
piece sleeve, and is suitable and appro- 
priate for plain tallored suits as well as 
shirt Waists. There is little fullness at the 
top of the arm where the sleeve is sewed to 
the waist, and it should fit closely to the 
upper arm. Many of these sleeves button 
from halt way between the elbow and the 
wrist. 

Then there is the kimono sleeve, which 
certainly is a blessing when it comes to 
making over clothes, as it can made of 
tulle, lace, silk, ribbon, or velv@t combined 
with many different materials, leaving it 
quite different from the rest of the bodice, 
simply introducing as a trimming to the 
waist whatever is used for the sleeves. It is 
used for the shirt waists made of the light- 
weight material and for all kinds of frocks 
and gowns.
